Metal  Chimneys  (Smokestacks) 

A-1  General  Requirements. 

A-1.1  Single-wall  metal  chimneys  or  unlisted  metal  chimneys  shall  not  b 

used  inside  one-  and  two- family  dwellings. 

^-1.2  Metal  chimneys  shall  be  constructed  of  steel  or  cast  iron.  Sheet 
steel  shall  have  a  thickness  not  less  than  that  indicated  in  Table  ^-1.2

4-1.3  Metal  chimneys  shall  be  properly  riveted,  welded  or  bolted,  securt 
supported  and  constructed  in  accordance  with  good  engineering  practice  a; 
necessary  for  the  following: 

(a)  Strength  to  resist  stresses  due  to  steady  or  gustlng  wind  loads. 

(b)  Adequate  anchoring,  bracing,  and  inherent  strength  to  withstand 
seismic  and  wind-induced  vibrational  stresses. 

(c)  Proper  material  thickness  for  durability  considering  fuel  analysis, 
gas  tefnperature,  and  exposure. 


(d)  Security  against  leakage  of  flue  gases  under  positive  pressure. 

(e)  Allowance  for  thermal  expansion  of  breeching  and  vertical  sections. 

l^-^.^i     Metal  chimneys  shall  not  be  used  Inside  of  ventilating  ducts. 

Exception:   When  such  ducts  arc  constructed  and  installed  as  required  by 
this  standard  for  chimneys,  ar>a  the  ventilating  ducts  are  used  solely  for 
exhaust  of  air  from  the  room  or  space  in  nihich  the  appliance  served  by  the 
metal  chimney  is  located. 

4-1.5  Metal  chimneys  shall  have  sufficient  clearance  from  buildings  and 
structures  to  avoid  heating  cotnbustlble  material  to  a  temperature  in  excess 
of  90degrees  F  (50  degrees  C)  above  ambient  and  to  permit  inspection  and 
maintenance  operations  on  the  chimney.   They  shall  be  located  or  shielded 
to  avoid  danger  of  burns  to  pcrions. 

^^~^.6   'Metal  chimneys  shall  be  supported  on  properly  designed  foundations 
of  masonry  or  reinforced  Portland  or  refractory  cement  concrete  or  on  non- 
combustible  material  having  a  fire  resistance  rating  of  not  less  than  3  hrs. 
provided  such  supports  are  independent  of  the  building  construction  and 
the  load  is  transferred  to  the  ground.  A  metal  chimney  may  be  supported 
also  at  intervals  by  the  tKjllding  structure,  in  which  case  expansion 
Joints  shall  be  provided  at  each  support  level.  All  Joints  shall  t»e 
liquidtight  or  of  a  design  such  that  liquid  will  drain  to  the  interior  of 
the  chimney. 

4-1.7  Metal  chimneys  serving  residential-type  or  low  heat  appliances  and 
producing  flue  gases  having  a  tenperature  below  330  degrees  F  (165.5  degrees 
C)  at  the  entrance  to  the  chimney  at  full  load  or  partial  load  shall  be 
lined  with  acid  and  condensate  resistant  -nctal  or  refractory  material,  or 
constructed  of  suitable  stainless  stepj ,  or  otherwise  pro- 
tected so  as  to  minimize  or  prevent  condensation  and  corrosion  damage. 

4-2  Metal  Chimneys  for  Residential-type  or  Low  Heat  Appliances. 

A-2.1  Termination  (Height).  Metal  chimneys  for  residential-type  or  low 
heat  appliances  shall  extend  at  least  3  ft.  (.92m)  above  the  highest 
point  where  they  pass  through  the  roof  of  a  building  and  at  least  2  ft. 
(.61m)  higher  than  any  portion  of  a  building  within  10  ft.  (3.1m). 

Exception:  The  outlet  of  a  metal  chimney  for  residential-type  and  low  heat 
appliarwres  equipped  with  an  exhauster  may  terminate  at  a  location  not  less 
than  3  ft.  (.92m)  from  an  adjacent  building  or  building  opening  and  at 
least  10  ft.  (3.1m)  above  grade  or  walkways. 

In  any  case,  the  outlet  shall  t>e  so  arranged  that  the  flue  gasses  are  not 
directed  so  as  to  Jeopardize  p>eople,  overheat  combustible  structures,  or 
enter  building  openings  in  the  vicinity  of  the  outlet. 

4-2.2  Clearances. 

4-2.2.1  Exterior. 

4-2.2.1.1  Exterior  metal  chimneys  used  only  for  residential-type  or  low 
heat  appliances  as  defined  In  Table  1-2(a)  shall  have  •  clearance  of  not 
less  than  6  in.  (152.4  mm)  from  a  wall  of  wood  frame  construction  and 


from  any  combustible  material. 

4-2.2.1.2.  Exterior  metal  chimneys  over  18  in.  (A57mm)  in  diameter  shall 
have  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  A  in.  (102mm)  from  a  building  wall  of 
other  than  wood  frame  construction. 

4-2.2.1.3.  Exterior  metal  chimneys  18  in.  (457mm)  or  less  in  diameter 
shall  have  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  2  in.  (51mm)  from  a  building  wall 
of  other  than  wood  frame  construction. 

4-2.2.1.4..  A  metal  chimney  erected  on  the  exterior  of  a  building  shall 
not  be  installed  nearer  than  24  in.  (610nni)  to  any  door  or  window  or  to 
any  walkway. 

Exception:  The  distance  may  be  less  than  24  in.  (610mm)  when  the  chimney 
is  insulated  in  an  approved  manner  to  avoid  danger  of  burns  to  persons. 

4-2.2.2  Interior. 

4-2.2.2.1  Where  a  metal  chimney  extends  through  any  story  of  a  building 
above  that  in  which  the  appliances  connected  to  the  chimney  are  installed, 
it  shall  be  enclosed  in  such  upper  stories,  within  a  continuous  enclosure 
constructed  of  noncombustible  materials  (see  Section  1-3).  The  enclosure 
shall  comply  with  the  following: 

(a)  The  enclosure  shall  extend  from  the  ceiling  of  the  appliance  room 

to  or  through  the  roof  so  as  to  maintain  the  integrity  of  the  fire  separa- 
tions required  by  the  applicable  building  code  provisions. 

(b)  The  enclosure  walls  shall  have  a  fire  resistance  rating  of  not  less 
than  1  hr.  if  the  building  is  less  than  4  stories  in  height. 

(c)  Enclosure  walls  shall  have  a  fire  resistance  rating  of  not  less 
than  2  hrs.  if  the  building  is  4  stories  or  more  in  height. 

(d)  The  enclosure  shall  provide  a  space  on  all  sides  of  the  chimney 
sufficient  to  permit  inspection  and  repair  but  in  no  case  shall  it  be 
less  than  12  in.  (3G5mm). 

(e)  The  enclosing  walls  shall  be  without  openings. 

Exception:  Doorways  equipped  with  approved  self-closing  fire  doors 
may  be  installed  at  various  floor  levels  for  inspection  purposes. 

4-2.2.2.2  Where  a  metal  chimney  serving  only  residential-type  or  low 
heat  appliances  as  defined  in  Table  1-2(a)  is  located  in  the  same  story 
of  a  building  as  that  in  which  the  appliances  connected  thereto  are 
located,  it  shall  have  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  18  in.  (457mm)  from 
a  wall  of  wood  frame  construction  and  from  any  combustible  material. 

4-2.2.2.3  Interior  metal  chimneys  over  18  in.  (457mm)  in  diameter  shall 
have  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  4  in.  (102mm)  from  a  building  wall  of 
other  than  wood  frame  construction. 

4-2.2.2.4  Interior  metal  chimneys  18  in.  (457mm)  or  less  in  diameter 
shall  have  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  2  in.  (51mm)  from  a  building  wail 
of  other  than  wood  frame  construction.

^-2.2.2.5  Where  a  metal  chimney  serving  only  residential-type  or 
low  heat  appliances  as  defined  in  Table  1-2(a)  passes  through  a  roof 
constructed  of  combustible  material,  it  shall  be  guarded  by  a  ventilating 
thimble  of  galvanized  steel  or  approved  corrosion  resistant  metal,  ex- 
tending not  less  than  9  in.  (229mm)  below  and  9  in.  (229mm)  above  the 
roof  construction,  and  of  a  size  to  provide  not  less  than  6in.  (152mm) 
clearance  on  all  sides  of  the  chimney. 

Exception:   In  lieu  of  the  above  requirement,  the  combustible  material 
in  the  roof  construction  may  be  cut  away  so  as  to  provide  not  less  than 
18  in.  (/)57mm)  clearance  on  all  sides  of  the  chimney,  with  any  material 
used  to  close  up  such  opening  entirely  noncombustible.

Metal  chimneys  serving  medium  heat  appliances  as 
defined  in  table  l-2(a)  shall  be  lined  with  mediui  -duty  fire  brick 
(A5TM  C6^,  Type  F)  or  the  equivalent  laid  in  fireclay  mortar  (A5TM  C105, 
medium  duty),  or  the  equivalent. 

A-31.1  The  lining  shall  be  at  least  2i  in.  (6Amm)  thick  for  chimneys 
having  a  diameter  or  greatest  cross-section  dimension  of  18  in.  (457mm) 
or  less. 

4-3.1.2  The  lining  shall  have  a  thickness  of  not  less  than  4i  in. 
(114mm)  laid  on  a  full  width  bed  for  chimneys  having  a  diameter  or 
greater  cross-section  dimension  greater  than  18  in.  (457mm). 

4-3.1.3  The  lining  shall  start  2  ft.  (.61mm)  or  more  below  the  lowest 
chimney  connector  entrance  and  shall  extend  to  a  height  of  at  least  25  ft. 
(7.6  m)  above  the  highest  chimney  connector  entrance.  Chimneys  termina- 
ting 25  ft.  (7.6m)  or  less  above  a  chimney  connector  entrance  shall  be 
lined  to  the  top. 

4-3.2  Termination  (Height).  Metal  chimneys  for  medium  heat  appliances 
shall  extend  not  less  than  10  ft.  (3.1m)  higher  than  any  portion  of  any 
building  within  25  ft.  (7.6m). 

4-3.3  Clearances. 

4-3.3.1  Exterior. 

4.3.3.1.1.  Exterior  metal  chimneys  used  for  medium  heat  appliances  as 
defined  in  Table  1-2(a)  shall  have  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  24  in. 
(610nm)  from  a  wall  of  wood  frame  construction  and  from  any  combustible 
material. 

4-3.3.1.2  Exterior  metal  chimneys  over  18  in.  (457mm)  in  diameter  shall 
have  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  4  in.  (102mm)  from  a  building  wall  of 
other  than  wood  frame  construction. 

4-3.3.1.3  Exterior  metal  chimneys  18  in.  (457mm)  or  less  in  diameter 
shall  have  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  2  in.  (51mm)  from  a  building  wall 
of  other  than  wood  frame  construction.

4-3.3.2.2  Where  a  metal  chimney  serving  a  medium  heat  appliance  as 
defined  in  Table  l-2(a)  passes  through  a  roof  constructed  of  combustibl' 
material,  it  shall  be  guarded  by  a  ventilating  thimble  of  galvanized 
steel  or  approved  corrosion  resistant  metal,  extending  not  less  than  9 
(229mm)  below  and  9  in.  (229mm)  above  the  roof  construction,  and  of  a  s 
to  provide  not  less  than  18  in.  (457mm)  clearance  on  all  sides  of  the 
chimney. 

4-3.3.2.3.  Where  a  metal  chimney  serving  medium  heat  appliances  as 
defined  in  Table  1-2(a)  is  located  in  the  same  story  of  a  building  as 
that  in  which  the  appliances  connected  are  located,  it  shall  have  a 
clearance  of  not  less  than  36  in.  (914mm)  from  a  wall  of  wood  frame 
construction  and  from  any  combustible  material. 

4-3.3.2.4.  Interior  metal  chimneys  over  18  in.  (457mm)  in  diameter 
shall  have  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  4  in.  (102mm)  from  a  building 
wall  of  other  than  wood  frame  construction.

To  see  if  the  to»«n  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of 
RSA  231:62,  nihich  authorizes  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  appoint  the 
highway  agent. 

Hike  Balfe  made  a  motion  to  adopt  the  article,  seconded  by  Susan  Maire. 
Mike  B  alfe  spoke  to  the  article  stating  that  for  two  years  we  have 
been  putting  money  aside  into  the  capital  reserves.  The  following 
articles  are  monies  to  be  taken  from  the  capital  reserves.  Specifically 
concerning  article  2,  in  March,  that  article  was  closely  defeatedi- 
Because  it  was  on  the  ballot  there  was  no  opportunity  for  discussion. 
The  town  feels  we  need  a  full-time  highway  agent.  Two  years  ago  at 
the  first  snowfall,  the  contractor  said  he  was  not  going  to  plow  our 
roads.  Last  year  right  after  town  elections,  the  road  agent  resigned. 
That  left  us  with  no  road  agent. 

Jim  Rosencrantz,  Sr.  stated  he  does  not  feel  we  are  ready  for  a  fiull- 
time  road  agent.  With  the  tax  structure  in  this  town,  Jim  stated!  we 
can  not  afford  this  kind  of  operation.  We  are  getting  beyond  our 
pocketbooks . 

John  York  made  a  motion  to  table  the  article,  seconded  by  Kevin 
Rosencrantz.  Voice  vote  on  the  article  to  table  was  in  the  Bffir*ative. 


ARTICLE  3.  To  sec  if  the  town  will  vote  to  withdraw  $30,000  from  the 
capital  reserve  fund  for  upgrading  of  town  roads  for  road  maintenance, 
paving,  etc. 

Paul  Steeves  made  a  motion  to  adopt  article,  seconded  by  Stanley  MfcKnlght, 
Mike  Balfe  spoke  to  the  article.  At  the  town  meeting  2  years  ago 
$30,000  was  in  the  capital  reserve  to  be  spent  in  1967  on  the  roadte. 
The  money  was  not  spent  in  1987  and  was  carried  over  and  has  now  tteen 
spent  on  Cottage  Road.  Because  the  money  was  not  spent  in  1986,  Me 
have  fallen  t>ehlnd  in  what  we  wanted  to  do.  We  have  appropriated 
$30,000  which  is  now  sitting  in  capital  reserve.  So,  now  we  would  like 
to  continue  to  fix  other  town  roads.  This  has  no  impact  in  the  tax 
bills  as  it  has  already  been  appropriated  and  is  in  capital  reserwe. 

Stanley  McKnlght  spoke  to  the  article  and  would  like  to  sec  work  done 
on  the  roads  that  connect  Rte.  107  and  Rte.  150.  Robert  Wadleigh  asked 
if  this  was  going  out  to  bid.  Robert  Sargent  stated  the  town  has  called 
and  contacted  4-5  different  road  crews.  The  work  has  gone  out  ta  bid 
keeping  in  mind  the  quality  of  work  produced  by  different  coapwtles. 
(Midway,  Brox  and  lafolla  were  contacted).  Donna  Plkul  asked  If  the 
bids  were  In  writing.  Robert  Sargent  said  they  were  In  writing.  Fnn 
DeFreitas  wanted  to  know  If  we  will  be  resurfacing  or  repairing  the 
roads.  Robert  Sargent  stated  that  we  have  looked  at  the  roads  that 
have  bases  under  them  and  the  ones  that  are  travelled  the  most.  Back 
Hhen  Bob  started  as  road  agent  they  went  on  a  3  year  cycle  with  oil. 


We  went  to  a  stone  seal  hoping  for  a  3  year  cycle  when  oil  prices 
esculated.  Nom  we  are  hoping  to  get  a  10  year  life  out  of  this.  We 
are  trying  to  do  the  roads  we  can  get  a  10  year  life  out  of  so  ate  can 
hopefully  eventually  reconstruct  some  other  roads.  Carl  Kenerson 
stated  that  about  the  one  mile  stretch  on  Cottage  Road  cost  $30,000. 
ye  have  to  have  money  for  hot  top.  Paul  Steeves  called  for  the 
question  and  it  was  seconded  by  several.  The  voice  vote  was  in  the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  withdraw  $19,000  from  the 
capital  reserve  fund  for  the  acquisition  of  highway  equipment  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  a  payloader.  This  would  represent  the  down 
payment  toward  a  lease  purchase  agreement. 

Robert  Sargent  made  a  motion  to  adopt  the  article,  seconded  by  Mike  Balfe. 
Alan  DeFreitas  asked  what  the  total  cost  of  the  lease  purchase  would  be. 
Robert  Sargent  stated  that  they  were  looking  at  a  general  figure  so  that 
this  $19,000  would  cover  it.  $18,400  for  a  four  year  agreement  would 
guarantee  a  machine  is  available  for  the  first  and  last  snom   storm. 
John  Sargent,  Jr.  asked  what  kind  of  a  machine  are  we  looking  at. 
Robert  Sargent  stated  that  he  got  a  price  on  a  530  Dresser,  the  quote 
was  from  Hazelton.  Hazelton  got  us  out  of  a  bind  two  years  ago.  This 
is  just  a  place  to  start.  The  town  could  buy  the  machine  outright  for 
$68,000  all  set  to  go.  If  an  individual  was  to  buy  it,  it  would  cost 
over  $100,000.  Steve  Silvestri  asked  in  the  past  haven't  we  always 
used  the  machines  the  road  agents  have.  Yes  we  have  stated  Mike  Balfe 
but  we  have  had  to  pay  for  it.  Bill  Uadleigh  stated  we  have  the  same 
roads  we  have  had  for  years.  Robert  Sargent  stated  when  he  was  road 
agent  we  had  17  miles  of  roads  and  now  we  have  24-27  miles  that  we 
maintain.  Bill  Wadleigh  said  we  are  better  off  to  just  have  a  road 
agent.  Before  you  know  it  we  will  have  to  have  a  loader,  then  a  garage, 
then  a  mechanic  and  there  will  be  no  end  to  it.  It  is  getting  harder 
and  harder,  said  Carl  Kenerson,  to  make  a  commitment  in  this  town  to 
maintain  roads.  When  we  have  a  storm  and  people  can  not  get  out  of 
their  driveways  onto  a  black  top  road,  we  hear  about  it.  Fran  DeFreitas 
wanted  to  know  what  else  would  we  be  using  this  piece  of  equipment  for. 
Bob  Sargent  stated  that  there  are  several  places  in  town  where  the  loader 
can  be  used, on  Bartlett  Rd.,  Highland  Rd.,  Muddy  Pond  Rd.  Many 
shoulders  in  town  can  be  upgraded  by  the  payloader.  Jim  Rosencrantz 
stated  that  things  don't  add  up  right  here.  He  referred  to  1986  ex- 
penditures. Kevin  Rosencrantz  spoke  against  the  article.  He  stated 
that  a  lot  of  contractors  are  hurting  in  the  winter  now  and  he  can  not 
believe  you  can't  find  anyone  to  plow  the  roads.  You  have  to  plan 
ahead  and  get  someone  contracted  now  for  you  to  plow  this  winter.  You 
can't  wait  til  the  last  minute.  James  Kaler  made  a  motion  to  table  the 
article,  seconded  by  several.  The  voice  vote  was  in  the  affiiwative 
to  table  the  article. 


ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  withdraw  $19,000  from  the 
capital  reserve  fund  for  the  acquisition  of  land/buildings  to  be  used 
for  the  development  of  the  site  for  a  public  works  building.  The 
building  is  to  be  erected  on  Town  land  on  Trundle  Bed  Lane. 

Susan  Maire  made  a  motion  to  adopt  the  article,  seconded  by  Mike  Balfe. 
Mike  stated  we  are  hoping  to  clear  up  the  land  on  Trundle  Bed  Lane  and 
possibly  put  in  a  driveway  to  be  ready  to  put  up  a  public  works  build- 
ing at  some  future  date.  Yohn  York  stated  he  does  not  know  why  you 
are  asking  to  set  aside  $19,000  for  a  building  you  have  not  been 
authorized  to  build  yet.  The  selectmen  don't  care  about  what  the 
townspeople  think.  How  can  you  put  up  a  b  uilding  you  haven't  been 
authorized  to  build  yet  and  you  don't  know  how  much  it  is  going  to 
cost.  You  don't  know  what  you  are  getting  into.  John  made  a  motion 
to  table  the  article  seconded  by  several.  Voice  vote  to  table  the 
article  was  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
this  meeting. 

Moderator  announced  the  results  of  zoning  board  article  voted  on 
earlier  in  the  day:   Yes  84   No  10A.  Article  did  not  carry. 

John  Sargent,  Sr.  made  a  motion  to  adjourn  the  meeting,  seconded  by 
John  Sargent,  Jr. 

Meeting  was  adjourned  at  8:50  pm.

SELEXHMEl^'S  REPORT 


The  Selectmen  have  had  a  busy  and  challenging  year  in  1988. 

Sandra  Gavutis'  resignation  was  filled  by  Susan  Maire.  Robert  Sargent 
also  joined  the  Board  in  Don  Grover's  stead.  In  September,  Qiairman, 
Michael  Balfe  resigned  to  attend  law  school.  Joseph  Ripel  was  appointed 
to  fill  his  unexpired  term. 

The  growth  of  the  Town  slowed  down  slightly.  Several  large  subdivisions 
were  not  carried  to  completion.  However,  several  miles  of  road  in  the 
Town  were  able  to  be  improved. 

An  aspect  of  concern  to  the  Selectmen  was  the  level  of  general  com- 
pliance with  the  Town's  zoning  ordinances,  pcirticularly  with  respect  to 
multi-family  dwellings,  comnercial  activities  and  health  hazards.  The 
Selectmen  have  tried  to  approach  these  problems  even-handedly  and  in 
the  spirit  of  the  zoning  ordinances. 

The  safety  hazards  associated  with  gravel  pits  was  also  addressed  by 
the  Selectmen,  in  part  in  conjunction  with  Seabrook  and  South  Hampton. 
Some  progress  has  been  made  but  much  is  left  to  be  done. 

Ihe  twice-yearly  tax  billing  has  proved  its  value  by  the  reduction  of 
the  amounts  of  money  borrowed  against  taixes.  The  amount  required  to 
be  borrowed  was  half  the  prior  amounts.  The  computer  installed  in  1987 
has  also  proved  invaluable  as  more  and  more  town  financial  data  is 
utilized. 

Finally,  we  would  like  to  express  our  thanks  to  all  town  employees  and 
officials,  and  in  particular  to  the  Administrative  Assistant,  Sandra 
Gavutis,  for  all  the  hard  work  and  long  hours  that  have  been  contributed 
to  the  town  this  past  year  and  through  the  years.  Continuing  to  grow  and 
progress  while  maintaining  the  special  character  that  is  Kensington  is 
a  goal  well  worth  striving  for  by  all  of  us.

NOTES  ON  BUDGET 


In  view  of  the  substantial  tax  increase  experienced  in  1988,  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  with  the  assistance  of  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  have 
approached  the  task  of  preparing  the  Town  Budget  with  the  goal  of 
keeping  1989  tax  increases  to  a  minimum. 

■towever,  given  the  increased  amounts  required  by  school  budget,  county 
Dudget  and  waste  disposal,  last  year's  (1987)  budget  would  have  to  be 
reduces  by  over  $U3,000.00  in  order  to  maintain  the  same  tax  rate  in 
1989. 

«/ith  these  facts  in  mind,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  has  cut  appropriations 
where  it  was  felt  that  the  expenses  could  be  reduced  and  held  increases 
Nhere  required  to  not  more  than  5*. 

Significant  aspects  of  the  budget  which  should  be  noted  are: 

rown  Officers'  Expenses.  The  amount  proposed  is  several  thousand 
jollars  less  than  last  year  because  the  Selectmen  have  reduced  the 
salary  of  the  Administrative  Assistant.  It  is  hopeful  that  a  new 
Administrative  Assistant  can  be  hired  at  a  lesser  salary  and/or  fewer 
lours. 

[lection  Expenses.  Election  expenses  are  reduced,  reflecting  the  lack 
)f  Federal  and  State  primaries  and  general  elections  in  1989. 

'lanning  and  Zoning.  This  reduction  reflects  the  elimination  of  the 
'Circuit  Rider"  services  used  in  the  past. 

'olice  Department.  The  proposed  budget  reflects  the  3  officers,  voted 
jt  Town  Meeting  in  1988,  as  full  time  employees,  as  well  as  some  part- 
:ime  officer  coverage.  The  apparent  increase  is  the  result  of  budget- 
ing a  full  year  salary  for  the  third  officer  instead  of  only  six  months, 
rhe  Selectmen  note  that  the  increase  in  the  total  years  budget  has 
jeen  held  to  5%.     It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  this 
)udget  should  be  carefully  reviewed  by  the  Town  and  further,  that  the 
rown  seriously  consider  the  number  of  officers  required  to  meet  the 
lOKffi's  needs.  Two  full-time  officers,  with  some  part-time  officers  and 
?4  hour  "on  call"  coverage  would  reduce  the  budget  to  approximately 
580,000.00. 

"ire  Department.  The  increase  reflects  allocation  for  much  needed 
wintenance  and  repair  of  dry  hydrants,  and  replacement  of  equipment, 
(ith  regard  to  the  Ambulance  Service  provided  by  the  Fire  Department, 
Ls  has  been  suggested  that  a  fee  in  the  amount  of  $100.00  be  billed  for 
imbulance  calls  to  make  the  ambulance  service  self-supporting. 

>olid  Waste  Disposal  -  Kingston  Landfill.  The  amount  proposed  is 
several  thousand  dollars  more  because  the  Town  of  Kingston  has  in- 
creased the  fees  for  use  of  the  Kingston  Landfill  from  $13. X  per 
:apita  to  $36.50  per  capita  effective  July  1,  1989.

Capital  Inrprovements  -  Road  Resurfacing.  The  Selectmen  believe  that  it 
is  necessary  to  fund  this  expense.  The  roads  in  the  Town  need  attention, 
and  the  matter  cannot  continue  to  be  postponed  or  ignored. 

Kensington  Fire  Department  Lease  Purchase.  This  is  the  fourth  year  of 
the  lease/purchase  agreement  for  the  Department  truck  approved  at  the 
1986  Town  Meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  KIHSINGTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

As  your  Chief  of  Police,  I  am  pleased  to  report  to  you  the  activities 
and  progress  of  the  Kensington  Police  Department  for  the  calendar 
year  1988. 

Since  the  employment  of  our  third  full  time  officer  in  July,  1988,  we 
have  been  able  to  remain  visible  as  a  deterrent,  productive  in  presence, 
fully  prepared  for  emergencies,  and  within  minutes  of  your  phone  call. 
We  now  provide  this  service  at  a  minimum  of  16  hours  per  day,  7  days 
a  week.  This  also  depends  on  part  time  availability  to  cover  sick  leave, 
vacations,  compensation  time  cind  holidays.  This  coverage  is  not  unreason- 
able for  the  activity  in  our  conmunity. 

After  Town  Meeting  (1989)  we  hope  to  maintain  1988  services  and  provide 
emergency  call  out  after  midnight.  Currently  we  depend  on  the  availa- 
bility of  outside  agencies  when  our  night  shift  officer  secures  for  the 
evening. 

Other  areas  of  interest  have  been  the  minimum  standards  governing  the 
certification  of  full  and  part  time  police  officers.  Full  time  police 
are  still  required  to  attend  10  consecutive  weeks  of  full  time  training 
at  the  Police  Academy  in  Concord.  This  entails  the  actual  "live  in" 
of  the  recruit  5  days  a  week.  They  return  home  only  on  weekends.  We 
currently  have  one  officer  in  the  full  time  academy. 

For  part  time  police,  which  was  a  major  concern  for  smaller  departments 
like  ours,  the  number  of  training  hours  required  by  law  in  the  certi- 
fication of  p>art  time  police  has  been  increased  from  78  hours  to  100 
hours  of  formal  training  in  order  to  simply  remain  available  as  part 
time  policemen.  It  will  be  difficult  to  find  volunteers  to  donate  time 
to  meet  these  minimuns.  Currently,  the  Town  does  not  allow  compensation 
for  part  time  training. 

Another  surprise  was  the  requirement  that  "all"  police  officers  return 
to  the  Academy  annually  for  a  minimun  of  eight  hours  advance  training, 
"Chiefs  included".  Even  though  the  minimums  and  requirements  create 
coverage  problems  and  budget  concerns,  I  strongly  concur  with  the 
training. 

The  current  trend  in  liability  could  be  staggering  to  a  small  town. 
It's  very  important  the  individual  \ho  wears  our  uniform  is  properly 
trained  and  qualified  for  that  responsibility.  As  you  are  probably 
aware,  law  enforcement  officers  are  the  only  people,  when  lawfully 
justified,  \^  can  deprive  a  citizen  from  their  freedom  and  to  make 
the  ultimate  decision  to  justifiably  take  a  life  on  the  street. 
The  town,  Selectmen  and  Chief  of  Police  "must  be  confident  **ien 
designating  that  much  authority 


Again  this  year,  I  implore  all  citizens  to  attend  the  1989  Town  Meeting 
and  support  your  police  department.  Ojr  1989  budget  was  held  to  a  5% 
cost  of  living  increase.  The  major  increase  is  contributed  to  the 
additional  6  months  salary  entitled  the  third  officer.  Ihis  was 
explained  in  the  1988  town  report  and  approved  at  the  1988  Town 
Meeting.  Again,  the  1989  budget  simply  allows  us  to  maintain  1988 
services.  Any  reduction  will  directly  affect  patrol  time.  Please 
don't  allow  this  to  happen  and  jeopardize  public  safety. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  tiine  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their 
continuous  support  and  trust.  Their  job  has  not  been  an  easy  one  this 
year.  Department  concerns  are  real,  taxes  are  up,  I'm  sure  their 
budgetary  decisions  were  a  tough  one  to  call.  I  also  want  to  thank 
all  those  who  have  gone  out  of  their  way  to  show  support.  Ii  was 
very  much  appreciated. 

In  closing,  I  want  the  Town  to  be  assured  that  the  best  possible 
services  will  be  rendered  within  the  budgetary  guidelines  you  allow 
at  the  1989  Town   Meeting. 

For  your  information,  the  follovdng  is  a  consolidated  crime  report  for 
the  Kensington  Police  Department  during  the  calendar  year  1988.

REPORT  OF  TTIE  PLANNING  BOARD 

Ihe  year  1988  brought  a  significant  down  turn  in  real  estate  activity 
area  vdde,  and  Kensington  was  no  exception. 

Proponents  of  both  the  major  1987  developments  decided  to  pull  out 
in  1988.  One  tract  was  sold  to  an  abutting  owner,  and  the  other 
remains  on  the  market. 

Approvals  in  1988  were  granted  for  a  nine  lot  development  off  Route 
150,  and  for  three  minor  subdivisions  containing  two  lots  each. 

The  Planning  Board  had  engineering  studies  performed  at  a  large  gravel 
pit  and  passed  urgent  reconmendations  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
that  they  require  restoration  by  the  owner  which  will  lessen  dangerous 
conditions  existing  on  the  site. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Fire  Department,  The  Planning  Board 
amended  the  Town's  multi-family  regulations  to  require  more  stringent 
fire  wall  separation  between  units,  and  began  work  on  regulations 
governing  metal  chimneys.

A  new  tractor  was  purchased  for  use  of  the  cemetery  and  the  park 
which  should  make  the  maintenance  job  much  easier  and  economical. 

The  new  burial  vault  has  been  built  and  can  be  used  when  winter 
burials  are  not  possible.  When  funds  become  available  racks  will  be  in- 
stalled in  the  vault  to  provide  for  increased  storage. 

The  two  gates  near  the  road  have  been  closed  and  cars  must  enter  and 
leave  by  the  road  nearest  the  Grange  Hall.  This  has  been  done  due  to 
lack  of  visibility  when  entering  Amesbury  Road  from  the  cemetery.  The 
trustees  feel  that  safety  warrants  the  closing  of  these  gates. 

In  the  spring  of  1987  the  following  guide  lines  were  adopted  for  the 
cemetery: 

Burial  Procedure.  In  the  event  of  a  death,  the  family  should  contact  the 
Town  Office  or  one  of  the  cemetery  trustees. 

Lot  Selection.  In  the  event  the  family  does  not  already  have  a  plot,  the 
cemetery  trustees  will  assist  the  deceased's  family  in  obtaining  one. 
There  are  two  graves  per  plot. 

Winter  Burials.  Due  to  weather,  road  conditions,  and  frozen  or  muddy 
ground,  the  village  Cemetery  will  no  longer  be  open  for  winter  burials.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Conservation  Commission  met  at  regular  intervals  throughout 
1988.  When  parcels  of  land  are  proposed  for  development,  we  have  met 
with  the  developers  to  review  their  plans.  We  try  to  encourage  pro- 
tection of  the  natural  features  of  the  land  and  discourage  disturbance 
of  sensitive  areas  including  wetlands.  After  reviewing  plans  and  site 
visits,  recommendations  are  made  to  the  town  Planning  Board  and  the 
Board  of  Adjustment.  We  also  review  each  dredge  and  fill  application 
and  make  further  recommendations  to  the  State  Wetlands  Board. 

Don  Wilson  of  Land  and  Boundary  Consultants  was  hired  to  research 
deeds  for  the  Hodges'  parcel  of  land  which  was  given  to  the  town  in 
1987.  Mr.  Wilson  has  worked  closely  with  R.S.L.,  who  surveyed  the 
property  and  is  in  the  process  of  preparing  a  plan.  The  Hodges'  par- 
cel contains  a  combination  of  hay  fields,  forest,  and  wetland.  A  ten 
year  agreement  was  signed  with  Harry  Bodwell  for  the  agricultural 
management  of  the  hay  fields.  It  is  the  commissions  goal  to  prepare 
a  forest  management  plan  in  1989.  This  plan  shall  follow  Hodges* 
conservation  easement  deed  which  reads,  "cutting  of  timber  shall  be 
done  in  accordance  with  a  plan  whose  goal  is  not  maximum  yield  of 
marketable  timber  but  rather  maintenance  of  a  healthy  forest  to  pre- 
serve wildlife  habitat  so  as  to  provide  for  the  maximum  number  of 
wildlife  species  and  for  conservation  uses". 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Conservation  Commission  that  this  parcel 
might  serve  as  the  nucleus  of  future  donations  of  land  and/or  con- 
servation easements  which  may  provide  a  greenbelt  throughout  the  totn.

REPORT  OF  THE  KENSINGTON  RECREATION  COl>*iISSION 


The  Recreation  Commission  met  several  times  during  1988.  We  are 
pleased  to  report  that  several  residents  have  enjoyed  participation 
in  the  aerobics  program  which  is  offered  five  times  a  week  at  the  Town 
Hall.  The  Committee  was  extremely  disappointed  that  the  Summer  Swim 
Program  could  not  be  offered.  Despite  much  advertising,  we  were  un- 
able to  find  an  instructor  who  was  willing  to  take  on  the  responsibility 
of  purchasing  individual  insurance. 

In  addition  the  committee  began  research  on  installing  a  multi- 
purpose playing  surface  at  the  park.  Each  year  New  Hampshire's  cities 
and  towns  are  eligible  to  apply  for  50/50  matching  grants  for  outdoor 
recreation  and  park  and  playground  development  or  renovation.  The 
committee  would  like  to  apply  for  such  a  grant  in  building  a  multi- 
purpose playing  surface. 

The  comf.dttee  is  enthusiastic  about  programs  proposed  for  1989. 
A  ski  program  has  already  begun  and  in  late  January  over  ninety  people 
enjoyed  a  day  of  skiing  at  state  owned  Mt.  Sunapee.  The  pond  at  the 
park  has  begun  to  be  cleaned  and  next  season  residents  will  be  able  to 
enjoy  skating.  A  special  thanks  to  those  who  volunteered  for  the 
initial  cleanup. 

This  spring  the  committee  plans  to  replace  worn  playground  equip- 
ment parts  and  to  continue  park  cleanup. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  once  popular  summer  program  can  be  revived. 
For  the  summer  1989  a  two  week  program  is  planned.  There  will  be  two 
sessions  daily  (one  for  kindergarten  through  grade  2  and  one  for 
grades  3  through  6). 

Finally  the  commission  will  be  forming  a  fall  soccer  program. 
The  balls  have  already  been  purchased  and  we  are  looking  for  volunteers 
to  participate  in  running  the  program  and  building  portable  goals. 

The  success  of  these  programs  as  well  as  the  maintenance  of  the 
park  depends  upon  volunteers  in  our  community.  Lend  a  Hand  and  sup- 
port Kensington  Recreation!

REPORT  OF  THE  ROCKINGHAM  PLANNING  COMMISSION 


The  Rockingham  Planning  Commission  is  in  good  condition  to  con- 
tinue serving  the  region  and  the  towns  which  it  represents.  It^s 
staff  is  the  most  experienced  and  stable  it  has  ever  been,  and  they 
have  become  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  problems  peculiar  to  our  area. 
The  Commission  has  been  free  of  any  serious  financial  problems  for 
some  time  now,  in  part  because  the  state  now  provides  a  substantial 
amount  of  unrestricted  funds.  It  appears  that  these  contributions 
will  be  increased  for  the  ensuing  year. 

An  important  part  of  the  Commssion's  regional  effort  has  been 
involved  with  the  severe  problem  of  waste  management.  This  has  been 
accomplished  primarily  by  providing  administrative  and  technical 
assistance  to  the  Southeast  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  District;  as  we 
did  to  it's  predecessor  the  Southeast  Regional  Solid  Waste  District 
which  was  a  purely  planning  organization.  It  must  be  understood, 
however,  that  the  policies  of  the  Refuse  District  are  their  own  and 
may  or  may  not  agree  with  those  of  the  Regional  Planning  Commission. 
The  Planning  Commission  has  made  it  clear  that  it  will  in  no  way  be 
responsible  for  representing  the  Refuse  District  in  any  way. 

The  Commission  will  again  be  sponsoring  the  Household  Hazardous 
Waste  Collection  program.  Last  year  this  program  was  funded  jointly 
by  the  county  and  the  state.  This  year  the  Southeast  Regional  Solid 
Waste  District  has  agreed  to  support  it  in  it's  entirety. 

There  has  been  compiled  a  long  and  detailed  list  of  the  activities 
which  the  Commission  has  done  for  Kensington  in  the  last  year;  as  well 
as  a  summary  of  it's  regional  projects.  Anyone  interested  in  these  or 
any  other  matters  which  the  Commission  is  able  to  assist  with,  is

John  Sargent  Jr.  quest ion»d  teacher**  kalarie*  and  ashed  for 
clarification  of  »r,y     increases. 

Mr.  Kerr  answered  that  teachers  had  b*en  given  »r,    approMiaate 
fifteen  percent  (1S%)  salary  iricrease.  Additional  monies  were  budgeted 
because  some  teachers  would  be  completing  credited  courses  Mhich  Mould 
raise  individual  salaries. 

It  Mas  ashed  if  tuition  costs  at  the  Jr. and  Sr.  High  Schcol s  were 
a  set  figure.  The  answer  Mas  yes. 

Mr.  Easson  ashed  for  clarification  of  additional  courses  allC'wed 
for  teachers. 

Mr.  Kerr  stated  that  the  board  reviewed  all  requests  for  courses 
by  the  teachers. 

Darrell  Lochwood  addressed  the  meeting  and  explained  that  all 
requests  for  Staff  Development,  courses,  mrta    coriferences  were  reviewed 
by  the  Principal,  School  Board,  and  his  office  for  appropriate 
determination.   Mr.  Lockwood  noted  that  teachers  Mould  be  reimbur-sed 
for  courses  if    »    B    grade  had  b«en  attained.  Salaries  would  then  reflect

negotiated  Exeter  teacher's  salaries  and  the  needed  improvements  at  the 
high  school.  Mr.  Lockwoood  noted  that  the  Exeter  School  Distract  had 
also  instituted  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  improvements  at  the  Hig^ 
School.   Mr.  Lockwood  also  stated  that  next  year's  increase  would  not 
be  as  large. 

Hr.  Kerr  noted  that  Exeter  and  Stratham  were  discussing  a 
cooperative  school  district  but  that  the  surrounding  towns  would  see 
additional  costs  for  repairs  at  the  high  school  In  future  budB*ts. 

Mrs.  Kaler  questioned  the  Jr.  High  Behool  tuition  and  was  Informed 
that  there  was  a  nine  percent  t9%>     Increase. 


Mr.  Sargent  qu»»tiori»d  th»  Four  Thousand  Dollar  (*4. 00O.  0e>) 
increase  in  course  reimbursement.  He  asMed  if  the  district  paid  the 
teachers  to  ta^e  these  courses  as  Mel  1  as  provide  mrt    increase  in  salary 
when  courses  were  completed. 

Mr.  Drew  stated  that  yes  this  was  true  but  was  assured  that  the 
end  result  would  cc-ine  bach  in  the  form  of  a  better  education  for  the 
students. 

Mr.  Easson  questioned  a  line  item  under  regular  instruction 
pertaining  to  periodicals. 

Mr.  Scala  answered  that  the  item  referred  to  professional  journals 
used  by  teachers. 

John  Sargent  Jr.  ast<ed  if  Mr.  Scala  was  a  teaching  princioal. 

Mr.  Scala  answered  that  at  one  tine  he  did  teach  but  for    the  past 
few  years  he  was  the  Enrichment  Coordinator  and  soent  less  than  half 
his  day  teaching  enrichrnent  courses  to  classes. 

Mr.  Saw  stated  that  if  we  added  mri   additional  Orte  Thousand,  One 
Hundred  Dollar-s  ( *1 ,  1  CiQ*.  0(0)  pmr-    student  to  the  present  tuition  at  the 
high  school  the  children  could  atterid  Berwick  Academy. 

Mrs.  Smith  addi^essed  the  Meeting  stating  that  she  was  a  teacher  at 
Exeter  High  School  and  that  we  should  be  very  proud  of  our  students. 
Mrs.  Smith  noted  that  students  from    Exeter  High  School  had  been 
Academic  Decathalon  Champions  for  the  past  several  years  and  Exeter  had 
just  recently  competed  and  were  state  champions  in  a  Bicentennial 
Contest.  Mrs.  Smith  also  noted  that  some  of  the  best  students  at  Exeter 
High  School  came  from    the  town  of  Kensington. 

Mr.  Kerr  stated  that  he  knew  of  persons  who  had  moved  to 
Kensington  because  of  the  good  reputation  held  by  the  school. 

Mr.  Baw  asked  what  the  averag*  class  size  was  at  Exeter  High 
School  stating  that  he  thought  it  was  appt~oxxmately  thirty  to  one. 

Mrs.  Smith  along  with  Mr.  LocMwood  corrected  Mr.  Saw  stating  that 
the  actual  class  size  was  more  like  twenty  students  per  class. 

Mr.  York  called  for  the  question.  It  was  seconded  by  several 
per^sons.  The  vote  was  in  the  affinsative  with  no  descending  votes. 

Mr.  I>r*ew  asked  if  the  meeting  would  like  to  change  the  date  of  the 
Sctiool  District  Meeting  to  come  after  the  toMn  meeting  to  assure  the 
meeting  that  the  Annual  Town  Report  would  be  available. 

Mr.  Sargent  stated  he  wanted  a  more  detailed  accounting  of  the 
budget  in  future  town  reports  however,  no  official  «otior>  Mas  made 
to  that  effect. 

Mr.  York  noted  that  the  date  of  the  School  District  Meeting  was 
discussed  several  years  ago  at  length  and  should  stay  as  it  is.

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INFORMATION  FOR  KENSINGTON  RESIDENTS 


RULES  A  REGULATIONS  FOR  WASTE  OR  REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

1.  There  will  be  a  house  to  house  pickup  every  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

2.  Waste  must  be  contained  in  plastic  bags  or  trash  containers,  not  to 
exceed  a  capacity  of  30  gallons. 

3.  Solid  waste  must  be  placed  at  end  of  driveway  at  6:30  a.m. 
U.     Weight  of  any  container  must  not  exceed  100  pounds. 

5.  No  brush  or  stumps  will  be  picked  up  and  no  55  gallon  drums  are  to 
be  used. 

6.  Refrigerators,  stoves,  washing  machines,  dryers  and  tires  will  be 
picked  up  at  a  predetermined  date. 

7.  There  will  be  a  container  placed  at  the  elementary  school  for  the 
use  of  the  school,  fire  house,  library,  town  hall  and  church. 

8.  No  petroleum  products,  car  batteries  or  ashes  will  be  picked  up. 


LICENSING  OF  DOGS 

Each  owner  of  a  dog  three  months  old  or  over  must  license  the  dog  with 
the  Town  Clerk  before  May  1st  of  each  year.  Each  dog  over  six  months 
old  must  have  received  a  rabies  vaccination.  The  certificate  of  vaccin- 
ation is  to  be  presented  to  the  Town  Clerk  at  time  of  licensing.  Each 
dog  must  wear  a  collar  around  its  neck;  attached  to  the  collar  a  metal 
tag  distinctly  marked  with  its  license  number. 

License  fees  are  as  follows:

Neutered  Male 

3.50 

Spayed  Female  3.50 

Penalties  -  $1.00  per  month  after  June  1st 


JUNK  CAR  REGULATIONS 

New  Hampshire  Statute  requires  anyone  with  two  or  more  unregistered  or 
old  cars  no  longer  intended  or  in  condition  for  legal  use  on  highways  or 
used  auto  parts  equal  in  bulk  to  two  vehicles  must  obtain  a  license  or  be 
subject  to  a  $10.00  a  day  fine  and  a  mandatory  injunction  to  end  the 
violation  by  the  selectmen.  New  and  used  car  dealers  registered  as  such 
are  not  considered  auto  junk  dealers  but  must  remove  junk  cars  from 
their  premises  within  160  days.
